Figure In Pioneer West 


WILLOW BUNCH, Sask.—This villdge oi 700 population 
80 miles south of Moose Jaw is one of Saskatchewan's oldest 
and most progressive communities with a good share of 
history and legend. Jean Louis Legare, warm friend of Sit- 


ting Bull, was responsible for 


The legend has been built around 
Edward Beaupre, better knoWn as 
the Willow Bunch Giant. The two, 
in different ways, made the settle- 
ment better known than Regina 
or Moose Jaw during the last 
quarter of the 19th century. 

From the time the community 
was founded by the 18-year-old 
Legare in 1864, making it Sask- 
atchewan’s second settlement, Wil- 
low Bunch -has been a melting pot 
of French-Canadians, Britons and 
half-breeds. 


Edward Beaupre -would take 
some -forgetting. Standing eight 
feet, three inches and weighing 
875 pounds, he. didn’t live to see 
25, but managed to cram a lot of 
excitement into a short life. 

He wore size 20 shoes and a 
shirt: collar still in possession of a@ 
Moose Jaw relative bears the size 
20%. His feats of strength became 
legendary. He is said to have been 
born a normal baby, but was six 
feet tall at the age of nine. 

Persuaded by Willow Bunch 
friends to go on tour, he became 
ill at the St. Louis Exposition and 
died in 1903. Some people said it 
was because he was growing too 
fast. His body was taken to Mont- 
real, where it was kept’in a mu- 
seum for years, 

Jean .Louis Legare came: to 
Saskatchewan by accident. He 
had ‘gone to the: United States 

' from his:native Quebec as a boy. 
There he met a Metis trader nam- 
ed Ouielletté, and decided to go 
with him to his headquarters’ at 
Wood Mountain, a sort. of prairie 
oasis. It was: 100 miles southeast 
of whete Moose. Jaw now stands. 
It was the gathering place . for 
Assiniboine Indians and .the Sioux 
from the Dakotas. 

The Black Hills of South Da- 
‘kota had: been the home and hunt- 
ing grounds of a large section of 
the. Sioux nation for ‘generations, 
and the land was_preserved to 
them in a treaty with Washing- 
ton. 

The subsequent iia rush to the 

region was regarded by the In- 

dians as a violation of the. treaty.

Fearing. retribution, Sit- 
ting Bull moved his ‘people into 
Canada, where he camped in the 
vicinity of a trading” post operated 
by Legare at Wood Mountain. 

Legare had established a high 
reputation for fair dealing among 
the Indians, and he soon became 
a fast friend of Sitting Bull. Sit- 
ting Bull turned to Legare when 
both the American and Canadian 
governments tried to. lure the 
Sioux back to the U.S. Only. after 
Legare persuaded him to-go did 
the stubborn chief accept the Am- 
erican government's offer of am- 
nesty, 

At one timé, Legare was one of 
the major fur merchants in the 


loaded with furs to Winnipeg 
every spring. He kept as 1jany as 
2,000 head of livestock on his Wil- 
low Bunch ranchlands, sharing his 
wéalth with the needy. Legare 
was Willow Bunch’s first general 
merchant ind first postmaster. He 
died in 1918,

These two hybrids, Morden 74, 
a flint-dent and Morden 77, a full 
dent, have been under test at the 
Morden Station for five years and 
in this period have demonstrated 
their local superiority over the 
other hybrids. They have exceeded 
Warwick 210, Kingscrost KE3 and 
the old variety Falconer in both 
yielding ability and earliness. The 
average yields in bushels per acre 
for the period 1949-53 were as fol- 
lows: Morden 74-61.9, Morden 77- 
61.3, Warwick 210-57.5, KE3-56.8, 
and Falconer 56.0. The ear mois- 
tures ‘at harvest time were as fol 
lows: Morden 74-30.3 per cent., 
Morden 77-30.9 per cent., Warwick 
210-34.9 per cent., KE3-36.5 per 
cent., and Falconer 36.1 ,per cent. 

The lower ear moisture in the 
Morden hybrids is an indication of 
earliness and .better quality of 
grain. In ear height, smut resis- 
tance, stem strength, tillering and 
weight per bushel they have also 
performed very well. 

Corn in the past has been a 
profitable crop in southern Mani- 
toba, In the futura with the use 
of these better hybrids it promis 
to be more profitable ,

vision of J. G. Schaeffer, Director 


‘Sanitation Division, Department 


of Public Health, 

Since 1950, Mr. Schaeffer, acts 
ing as chairman of the technical 
committee on plumbirg services 
for the Associate Committee of 
the National Research Council of 
Canada, has been instrumental in 
conjunction with fellow commit- 
tee members from coast to coast, 
in drawing up specifications for a 
national pluntbing code which will 
be issued shortly. Meetings were 
held in Ottawa, Montreal, Toronto 
and Regina,

Farmers in’ southwestern Saskat- 
chewan are finding new uses for 
baled straw or hay. They make 
strong buildings at fractional 
cost. 

Within the next’ year, homes 
are expected to be erected of 
straw bales. Walls will b® stuc- 
coed on the outside, plastered on 
the inside. Cost is nominal and 
so far tests have’ proved construc- 
tion to be excellent, 

-Preliminary tests are being 
made’. at thé Dominion. experi- 
mental station here: Grenville B. 
Harrison, construction superinten- 
dent has blocks of baled hay and 
straw—coated with stucco and 
plastér—placed outside unprotect- 
ed from the weather. They. will 
remain there until spring when 
results will be announced, — 

The most popular building built 
to date is a cattle shed. A roof 
suspended by cables which elimin- 
ate centre pillars is suspended 
over baled straw walls. The job 
was finished quickly. Ranchers 
said it is warm, one of the best 
cattle sheds. they have ever seen. 

Another form of farm building 
being developed is a modérn root 
cellar made of concrete, Con- 
struction entails the use of a

The Lead 

The lead is a lowly person who 
throws the first pair of rocks. 
Someone has to throw them so 
they pick on the lead. He should 
thank his lucky stars that he is 
even allowed to appear on the 
ice with other such distinguished 
personalities. All curlers have 
served apprenticeship as Leads, 
and most of them never served 
long enough. The Lead must ad- 
@ress the Skip as ‘Sir’ ‘and the 
Third Man as “Mister.” He must 
see that all rocks are cleaned 
before the game, and keep the 
other members in cigarettes, cigars 
and matches during the game. 
First and foremost, he must never 


. talk back. It really doesn’t mat- 


ter if he makes his shot or not 
he'll be blamed if the game is 
lost anyway. 


The Second 


The Second is. but one degree 
removed from the Lead.

Val Marie Most Productive 


VAL MARIE, Sask.—Water came to patched and barren 
Val Marie back in 1937. The community has since gradu- 
ated from a hot spot of the once ill-favored Pallister Triangle 


dust bowl to one of southern 
tive farming areas. 


Irrigation did the trick. In a 

recent report covering early ac- 
tivities under the Prairie Farm 
Rehabilitation Act, the Val Marie 
irrigation project is used as an 
example of what PFRA projects 
are. doing for rural prairie com- 
munities. 
- The 6,000-acre water project, in 
the valley of Frenchman river 
about 75 miles south of Swift Cur- 
rent was completed in 1937 at a 
cost of $200,000—one of the first 
and cheapest projects undertaken 
by PFRA. ° 

In the early 1930's, it was nec- 
essary to ship in hay, seed and 
food. The lack of winter feed 
and summer grazing had forced 
farmers to market their cattle at 
great loss. There were only about 
150 head of cattle left in the re- 
gion when the project was start- 
ed. 

Now there are some 3,500 cat- 
tle in the area. The increase took 
place during wartime, and by 
1951, farmers, had enough cattle 
to take advantage of post-war 
prices, 

Most of the irrigated land had 
been seeded to forage mixtures of 
alfalfa and grass, providing ade- 
quate and sure supplies of winter 
feed. A district to which a train- 


load of eastern Canadian feed had 


to be shipped in 1937 now harvests 
about 5,000 tons of hay yearly. 
Irrigation also brought an as- 
sured vegetable supply. 
What would happen in another 
drought? In 1949, just as dry 


as 1937, it was not necessary to 


Saskatchewan's most. produc- 


import winter feed or reduce the 
cattle stock. In fact, the irrigat- 
ed district helped supply drought 
stricken farmers at other Sas- 
katchewan points. 


In land ‘development for. the 
project, which includes clearing of 
sagebrush and greasewood, break- 
ing and levelling of land, and in- 
stallation of irrigation structures 
and ditches, Val Marie farmers 
were employed for all the work. 
Farmers were moved from sur- 
rounding dry lands to irrigated 
land. 

In 1938, “the federal govern- 
ment — through the PFRA — pur- 
chased all privately owned land at 
dry-land prices and the Saskat- 
chewan government transferred 
all its crown land to PFRA. | 

This made a total of 6,000 acres 
available for irrigation. In 1939, 
farmers were given an agreement | 
for sale of most of the land with 
a lease option on the rest. Pay- 
ment could be made over a 14- 
year period at a price which took 
into agcount the water-right’ cost 
as well as the cost of the land- 
development work. 

The_purchase of land by the. 
federal government was 50 per 
cent, repaid in 1952, and complete 
payment is expected in ‘a few 
years. All development costs have 
been paid. 

A sound livestock economy was 
spurred through a community 
pasture of 155,000 acres, provided , 
through the regrassing of .aban- 
doned. farm lands.
